REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

1 . The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The prior art 
of record does not provide for, nor suggests providing for an INIC (intelligent Network 
Interface Card) which is able to store an unattached connection endpoint once an 
initialization packet has been received and output a migration packet containing the 
information associated with the client, and remove the unattached connection endpoint 
from the temporary table in response to an acknowledgement indicating that the second 
computing device received the migration packet. Information in a forward table is used 
to represent a connection with the client, and request packet is then sent to the second 
computing device via encapsulation. 

2. The closest prior art of record is Aversa, which discloses the system of migrating 
connections, however it is not done entirely within an INIC utilizing temporary tables and 
forward tables of connections. The packet is received into the kernel of the device, and 
then it is decided if the packet can be processed locally or must be migrated to a 
different device. 

3. For these reasons, in conjunction with the other limitations of the independent 
claims, puts this case in condition for allowance.
